The roll-call v ote was 249 -157 in 
fav or of enacting the measu re 
ov er the President’s v eto. This 
wa.s 22 short of the two-thirds 
needed to ov erride 
The Hou se v ote killed the legis­ 
lation withou t any action b y the 
Senate. A two-thirds majority in 
b oth Hou se and Senate is needed 
to ov erride a v eto. The Hou se 
acted finst in this case b ecau .se 
the b ill originated there last year. 
19.56 Act Not Affected 
On the roll call, 15 Repu b licans 
joined 2.34 Democrats in v oting to 
ov erride. Voting to su stain the 
v eto were 130 Repu b licans and 27 
Democrats. 
W'hen the b ill passed the Hou se 
last year the v ote was 253-142, 
with 27 Repu b licans and 226 Dem­ 
oc ra t for it and 114 Repu b licans 
and 28 Democrats against.

hav e 
raised to 9 00 million dollars the 
amou nt of federal money that 
cou ld hav e b een spent at the rate 
of 9 0 million a year to help states 
and mu nicipalities constru ct sew- 
age-disposal plants. 
The 19 56 Water Pollu tion Act. 
which was not affected b y Thu rs­ 
day’s action, set a 500-million-riol- 
lar spending ceiling, or 50 million 
a year ov er a 10-year period.

“ Of the thousands of rules to follow in 
spring sowing, the first is to place polities in 
command.” 
Such adv ice may seem ludicrous to the 
western 
mind 
but its importance is unques­ 
tioned in Red China, which this month began 
its second spring sowing since establishment of 
the people’s communes. To harv est more, Red 
China 
must 
plant more, and it will take a 
politically inspired people to carry the increased 
work load. 
“ Prior to the beginning of spring sowing, 
thoroughgoing ideological work should be car­ 
ried out.” continues an editorial in Peking’s 
Peopl e's 
Doi l y 
, 
appropriately 
titled 
“ Greet 
Spring Sowing.” It adds: “ Cadres and the masses 
should be directed to believ e sincerely that all­ 
round forward leaps centering on the produc­ 
tion of grain can be achiev ed . . .” 
J ust 
how 
Red 
China's rulers ex pect 
to 
squeeze a greater contribution out of the peas­ 
ants. who already labor in the fields 16 hours 
or more a day sev en day s a week, is not clear. 
But the effort already has begun. The regions 
where two-thirds of China's winter wheat 
is 
grown are watering their wheat fields 20 to 30 
day s earlier than usual. 
The Liling area in Hunan has increased its 
cultiv ated acreage by 240.000 m u (1 /6 acre) by 
reclaiming wasteland, and other areas are being 
urged to em ulate this achiev ement. Also m en­ 
tioned by the Red Chinese press as a key to 
Increased production are the “ high-y ield tracts” 
— the Chinese equiv alent of America's corpo­ 
rate farms. 
The alleged superiority of collectiv e farm­ 
ing still has not receiv ed wide acceptance among 
the family farmers of Red China. 
This is one 
reason why the Communist Party recommends 
that “ ex pert schools should be established on 
these tracts to coordinate labor and production 
with 
political 
and 
cultural 
studies, to 
raise 
rapidly the political, ideological, scientific, and 
technical lev els of the commune members."

He say s that he got it from Circuit Riders, 
Inc., of Cincinnati, from Dr. Billy J ames Hargis, 
a radio ev angelist of Tulsa, from an editorial in 
the San Antonio “ Light,’’ and a pamphlet issued by 
the House Committee on Un-American Activ ities.

At the mo ment that 
Dr. Matthews' article appeared in the “ American Mer­ 
cu ry ." he was to hav e been appo inted in charg e o f 
research fo r the McCarthy Co mmittee. 
The article 
created su ch a fu ro r that Matthews withdrew fro m the 
po st. 
Ho wev er, Matthews nev er pro perly defended 
himself. 
He co u ld tru thfu lly hav e said that a para­ 
g raph had been “edited" into his material which made 
it mo re sensatio nal than it wo u ld hav e been had there 
been no editing 
An issu e at stake in this co ntro v ersy is the Rev ised 
Versio n o f the Bible. Be it rem embered that the Bible 
was o rig inally written in Hebrew. Aramaic and Greek, 
Each Eng lish v ersio n is a translatio n direct o r in­ 
direct fro m these lang u ag es. The first Eng lish trans­ 
latio n o f the Bible fro m the Hebrew and the Greek was 
that o f William Ty ndale, who was bu rned at the stake 
in 1536 fo r do ing it. 
There hav e been a g reat many translatio ns o f and 
co mmentaries u po n bo th the Old and New Testaments. 
One o f the m ajo r difficu lties abo u t the King Jam es 
v ersio n is that Eng lish is a chang ing lang u ag e. Stu art 
Eng lish is no t cu rrent Eng lish, Wo rds hav e different 
meaning s and different weig hts in a flu id lang u ag e 
su ch as Eng lish is.

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It's Springtime 
In Red China 


"Of the thousands of rules to follow in 
spring sowing, the first is to place politics in 
command.” 
Such advice may seem ludicrous to the 
western mind but its importance is unques­ 
tioned in Red China, which this month began 
Its second spring sowing since establishment of 
the people s communes. To harvest more, Red 
China must plant more, and it will take a 
politically inspired people to carry the increased 
work load. 
Prior to the beginning of spring sowing, 
thoroughgoing ideological work should be car­ 
ried out." continues an editorial in Peking* 
People's 
Daily, 
appropriately 
titled 
“Greet 
Spring Sowing." It adds: “Cadres and the masses 
should he directed to believe sincerely that all­ 
round forward leaps centering on the produc­ 
tion of grain can be achieved . , .” 
Just how Red C hinas rulers expect to 
squeeze a greater contribution out of the peas­ 
ants, who already labor in the fields 16 hours 
or more a day seven days a week, is not clear. 
But the effort already has begun. The regions 
where two-thirds of C hinas winter wheat is 
grown are watering their wheat fields 20 to 30 
days earlier than usual. 
The Liling area in Hunan has increased its 
cultivated acreage by 240.000 m u <1/6 acre) by 
reclaiming wasteland, and other areas are being 
urged to emulate this achievement. Also men­ 
tioned by the Red Chinese press as a key to 
increased production are the “high-yield tracts” 
— the Chinese equivalent of America s corpo­ 
rate farms. 
The alleged superiority of collective farm ­ 
ing still has not received wide acceptance among 
the family farm ers of Red China. This is one 
reason why the Communist Party recommends 
that “expert schools should be established on 
these tracts to coordinate labor and production 
with political and cultural studies, to raise 
rapidly the political, ideological, scientific, and 
technical levels of the commune m embers.”

Those Air Force M anuals 


Recently one of the really authentic leaders of 
anti-Communist activity in the United States wrote to 
me, * God help us from the anti-Commumsts.” 
There are so many varieties of them and some of 
them are so mixed up. They have a “ feeling 
against 
Communism, against Russia, against m any things, but 
they do not know why. They have an emotional an ­ 
ta g o n ist to Communism but they refuse to do the 
home-work required to know of a force that cam e into 
the world m ore than a century ago and now dom inates 
the lives of close to a billion hum an beings. 
Instinc­ 
tive opposition to so colossal a force is not good 
enough 
The pamphlet prepared for the Air Force by 
Homer H. Hyde is supposed lo indoctrinate mem­ 
bers of the Air Force against Communism. 
But 
H\de does not know where his data about clergy­ 
men 
infiltrating 
the Protestant churches came 
from 
He says that he got it from Circuit Riders, 
Inc., of Cincinnati, from Dr. Billy James Hargis, 
a radio evangelist of Tulsa, from an editorial in 
the San Antonio “Light,” and a pamphlet issued by 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities. 


Actually 
(his 
data 
appeared 
originally 
in 
the 
“ American M ercury." in an article signed by Dr. J. B 
Matthews, a well-informed student of the Am erican 
Communist problem s, whose records on the subject 
are perhaps the most complete. At the mom ent that 
Dr. Matthews article appeared in the * Am erican M er­ 
cu ry ." he was to have been appointed in charge of 
research for the McCarthy Com m ittee. 
The article 
created such a furor that M atthews withdrew from the 
post. 
However. M atthews never properly defended 
himself 
He could truthfully have said that a p ara­ 
graph had been “edited” into his m aterial which m ade 
it more sensational than it would have been had there 
been no editing 
An issue at stake in this controversy is the Revised 
Version of the Bible. Be it rem em bered that the Bible 
was originally w ritten in Hebrew. A ram aic and Greek. 
Each English version is a translation direct or in­ 
direct from these languages. The first English trans­ 
lation of the Bible from the Hebrew and the G reek was 
that of William Tyndale. who was burned at the stake 
in 1536 for doing it. 
There have been a great many translations of and 
com m entaries upon both the Old and New Testam ents. 
One of the m ajor difficulties about the King Jam es 
version is that English is a changing language 
Stuart 
English is not current English. Words have different 
meanings and different weights in a fluid language 
such as English is. 


I recall once being pestered by a member of 
one of the sects that base themselves upon the 
Book of Daniel which they accept as final. This 
fellow insisted upon converting me to his point of 
view; I preferred my own wickedness. Finally, in 
arrogant anger. I told him to learn how to read 
Daniel in its original tongue and I shall discuss it 
with him. Of course, I was wrong. It is not essen­ 
tial for one to know every language but It is to 
be assumed that translations will be improved as 
scholarship is sharpened and It is also to he 
assumed that each era will translate works of 
significance into Its own idiom. 


When all of the Dead Sea Scrolls shall have 
become available, additional alterations in some texts 
may be made and scholars will quarrel about them 
for a century. 
Those who are not scholars m ay be very em bar­ 
rassed when they find themselves confronted by very 
early texts in original languages which they cannot 
read 
As regards the Old Testament, a scholar must 
be fluent in Hebrew and Aramaic; 
he must have 
studied the Five Books of Moses <the Masoretic text), 
the Samaritan and Syriac versions, probably the Cop­ 
tic text, the Targum, the Midrash, and much more. 
It is a lifetime of devotion but there are Jewish and 
Christian scholars who are at work all the time. Dr. 
Nelson Glueck, of the Hebrew Union College—Jewish 
Institute of Religion, is proving, 
by archeological 
means, the veracity of Biblical place names with such 
skill that it assists in the geological studies of the 
Egyptian-Arabian peninsula area. 
Whoever Homer H. Hyde is. he has not done the 
kind of work essential to prepare the minds of those 
in the Air Force to protect themselves from the fal­ 
lacies of Marxian clergy.

Designed for removal of suspended 
â olids, including fiber, clay, pigment and coating material, the clarifier removes solids at the 
rate of 50,000 pounds per day. On the left are sand drying beds. Behind the clarifier unit, 
the testing laboratory is located. 


LUKE—A new waste di.sposal 
plant that could handle the sewage 
of a city of 200.000 residents is 
going through its shakedown near 
this paper mill city in Western 
Maryland. 
It is processing contaminated 
waste 
from the 
West Virginia 
Pulp and Paper Co. plant, which 
used to dump a heavy load of 
alkaline into the Potomac River 
only 40 miles from the stream’s 
source. 
The four - million - dollar project 
marks a major step in cleaning 
up the Upper Branch of the river. 
A cooperative effort of the State 
government, industry and local 
communities, it sets an example 
for other downstream points to 
make the historic river cleaner for 
municipal water supplies and fish­ 
ing, boating and swimming. 
Responsibility for building and 
operating the plant rests with the! 
Upper Potomac River Commis­ 
sion, 
a 
Maryland 
government 
agency which also administers a 
dam on nearby Savage River. 
WW'PP Pay Costs 
West Virginia Pulp and Paper 
picked up the check for the plant 
through a bond issue. It will dis­ 
charge about 95 per cent of the 
waste and sewage processed. 
The company had to build the 
plant as part of its 50-million dol­ 
lar expansion program which will 
I double the annua! output of 140,- 
000 tons of fine islick) paper. 
At the sam e time, WVPP in­ 
vited the three neighboring com ­ 
munities to dump their sewage 
Unto the plant instead of the 
Po­ 
tomac. 
Luke will have to pay an esti­ 
mated $12,000 to build a trunk 
sewer line to connect with the 
mill's 54-inch diameter pipe. Pied­ 
mont, across the river and down­ 
stream, will require two pumping 
stations and two miles of pipe 
lines, a project expected to cost 
$120,000.

buildings 
and 
the 
Metropolitan 
Opera 
House, 
obliged 
with 
"W hitehall.” 
a 
mansion 
which 


was to become known as the “ Taj 
Mahal of America ” 
Completed 
in 
1902 
in 
Palm 
Beach at a cost of $2.5 - million 
a mere fraction of its estim ated 
value today, it stands as a last­ 
ing monument to its reign at the 
turn of the century as the word’s 
showplace of society and fash­ 
ion.”

Flagler 
entertained 
lavishly 
and often at his m ajestic home 
which was once described in the 
New York Herald as "m ore won­ 


derful than any palace in Europe 
and more magnificent than any

world.” 
Standing on its six-acre site of 
extraordinary 
gardens 
bounded 
by a wrought-iron fence produc­ 
ed in England by m aster crafts­ 
men, it is now open to the pub­ 
lic as the Glagler Museum. 
Flagler's 
granddaughter, 
Mrs. 
Ricardo C. Gonzales, who invited 
society leaders from three con­ 
tinents to a glittering Restora­ 


tion Balli to commemorate the

opening 
is 
spending 
millions to return the mansion as 
fully as possible to its original 
lulury. 
In architectural 
style, 
White­ 
hall 
reflects 
the 
influence 
of 
Spain. Huge m arble columns and 
broad steps form a vast colon­ 
nade fronting the entrance to the 
mansion measuring 110 feet wide 
and 40 feet deep. 
The mansion’s rooms are a r­ 
ranged in a rectangle around a 


large interior courtyard, domina­ 
ted by a marble statuary foun­ 
tain. Carved stone tablets mount­ 
ed on the courtyard walls were 
found more than two centuries 
ago in a Spanish fort near T alla­ 
hassee.
